Before her are 
also placed the till decanter, two tiny sil- 
ver pepper boxea. holding white and cay- 
enne pepper, a 'small mustard pot with 
the unmixed mordant, and a bit of lemon 
on a plate or a second miniature decan- 
ter of tarragon vinegar, as the taste of 
the hostess prefers. 


Then, while the plates are being 


changed, the mayonnaise is concocted. 
Into the unbeaten yolks are carefully 
measured first a saltspoon of salt and an- 
other of dry mustard, a good pinch of 
cayenne and a better one of white pep- 
per, 
then with a silver fork the-stirring 


process begins. Drop by drop the amber 
oil does its work till, thick, golden and 
velvety, the mayonnaise is ready for the 
touch of acid from lemon or vinegar, and 
afterward to be sent around the table as 
the salad is served.

strong yet childlike nature, his varied 
and well remembered experience, his ex- 
tensive reading, and his readiness and 
skill in expressing himself on a thousand 
topics, made him a fascinating talker, 
whether he were addressing two or 
twenty people. 


On the other hand, Mr. Lowell's poetic 


imagination and keen yet kindly wit, his 
intimate acquaintance with the best 
thoughts of the best minds of all time, 
his familiarity with the history of the 
past and his personal, connection with 
the historic happenings of his own day 
combine to make him one of the half 
dozen living men whom it were best 
worth while to know. Like Gen. Sherman 
and George Washington, Mr. Lowell was 
a February child, and was 72 years old 
on Washington's birthday. Gen. Sher- 
man reached his seventy-first birthday

GREAT MEN BIFFKK. 


Tbo President, who 13 not avdiss to in- 


jfcuog patliaan opinioLB in bis addresses 
to mixed hudiencts in his swing around 
tb.3 circle, dwells upon the advantages of 
reciprocity between the United States and 
foreign notions, wbil«> Major McKiuley in 
a upeeoh at Cincinnati, Ohio, tells his 
hearers that his tariff bill ia the panacea 
for financial and agricultural depression. 
Secretary Elaine conceived the reciprocity 
idea for which the President now claims 
the credit, and Edmonds and 
Morrill 


of Vermont would have killed Ihe McKinley 
bill if its Jramer hod not incorporated: a 
clause in tbe measure to poy two oonls per 
pound bounty for maple aogar. The Sen- 
ate Finance Committee is not willing to 
accept Major McKmley's word that great 
benefits will result from bis bill, and has 
held a meeting to determine tbe best 
method of ascertaining bow it works. 


These various opinions show that great 


men hold diverse opinions on the recipro 
city and tariff questions. 
Reciprocity, 


•which Secretary Elaine advocates and 
which the President tells the people is 
good thing for the country, is defined as 
"equal, mutual rights or benefits to be 
yielded or enjoyed."

Mr. Elaine it means that if Canada, Cuba 
and the Sooth American Republics wil 
admit American product* free of duty the 
United States will reciprocate by admitting 
their products on the same terms. 
This, 


B fur as it goes, is absolnte free trade, am 
if ex'onded to all nations would abolish 
custom houses and compel the Govern 
ment to resort lo other methods of ncquir 
ing revenue to meet its obligations. I 
differs from the McKinley bill much more 
than Ihe McKinley bill does (rom the 
Mills bill and is a long stretch iu the direc 
tion of absolute free trade. 
The Mills and 


McKinley bill both recognize tha necessity 
of a tariff and diffar only OB to the con,- 
modities to be taxed and tbe rate of tnxa 
tion, while reciprocity means the free ei' 
changed with certain countries of articles 
whiob both require, but which one can pro- 
duce cheaper than the other.

RIVEBSIOB, Cul., April 23—The Presi- 


dential party arrived at Riverside this aft- 
ernoon, after a delightful trip fiotn Sun 
Diego. Short stops were made at Ooenn- 
side, Santa Ana, Orange and at South Riv- 
erside. The President received a cordial 
welcome at each of these places and ex- 
pressed his thanks in brief speeches, com- 
plimentary to the people and their country. 
The crowd at each of these places was 
swelled by school children, who presented 
the ladies of the pnrty with flower?. 


At Santa Ana a reception took place in 


the floral pavilion, surmounted with a fine 
specimen of the American eagle. 
Poet- 


master General Warjamakor made a speech 
there. 
The President left the tram at 


South Riverside lor a few minutes and was 
photographed Blinding on a lo* platform 
with his left hand resting against a till ocl- 
umn of block tin, mined and manufactured 
in the immediate vicinity. He congratu- 
lated the people on the development of this 
important industry. The party was re 
ceived at Riverside with great enthusiasm 


They left the train at Arlington, a station 


about six miles distant, aud drove to the 
town in flower-bedecked carriages, through 
a continuous lane of orange groves and the 
celebrated Magnolia avenue.

Dining with Discrimination. 


If one desires to dine with physiolog- 


ical discrimination the meal should be- 
gin -with a few uncooked oysters or clams, 
which are immediately stimulating, nu- 
tritious and digestible; both oysters and 
sea fish contain a tonio quantity of io- 
dine, and are good nerve foods. With 
the exception of cayenne, the earlier 
dishes should be mildly seasoned; the 
entrees may become piquant gradually; 
the ice or Roman punch refreshes the 
tissues of the month and throat, which 
have been heated by the food and some- 
what inflamed or, rather, stimulated; 
the liquid coolness counteracts those 
feverish conditions, and prepares the pal- 
ate for the flavor of the roast or broiled 
game. 


The accompanying salad greatly en- 


hances the intense flavor of the roast, 
while the condiments and salad oil favor 
digestion. 
The dessert sweets tend to 


regulate the combination of the nutri- 
tive elements in the blood, exercising a 
chemical action not yet thoroughly un- 
derstood. Black coffee or tea without 
milk has an astringent effect, that is, it 
contracts the mucous membrane of the 
digestive organs, interfering with the 
flow of the gastric and intestinal fluids, 
and thus retarding digestion. 


When their effect is desirable, the 


warmth and stimulus derived from 
either of those beverages can be replaced 
by drinking a glass of hot milk and wa- 
ter, swallowed a3 hot as possible, in 
large sips, and there is no handicap, as 
with tea or coffee. Tho milk soothes the 
sensitive digestive tract, which may be 
disturbed by other foods, and the hot 
water is sanative; the milk taken with- 
out the water would become a solid 
food directly it encountered the gastric 
juice, thus lacking the necessary liquid 
quantity.—Juliet Corson in Harper's 
Bazar,
